DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1 , 3-9, 11-16, 20, and 21 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Prior arts of record disclose an enclosure for a portable electronic, which includes 
a skin made of soft material and a plastic film layer (see Hsu et al. US 20030083094 A1 : 
Abstract); and a communication device comprising a shapeable material and a 
communication module embedded within the shapeable material (see Hill et al. US 
64531 55 B1 : FIG. 1 , col. 1 lines 66-67 and col. 2 lines 1 -5). 

But after reconsidering the applicant's arguments, which have been found 
persuasive, and after amendment of the claims, the combined prior arts of record fail to 
disclose a mobile telephone, a user replaceable flexible cover and an engine assembly 
of said mobile telephone wherein the user replaceable flexible cover comprises: a 
substantially fabric, leather or elastically deformable material flexible cover overlying, 
without an intermediate rigid cover, and snugly fitting the engine assembly and 
comprising an integrated keypad, for user input, aligned with the plurality of switches 
and Wherein the flexible cover defines a cavity for receiving the engine assembly and 
has an insertion aperture through the material of the flexible cover to the cavity through 
which the engine assembly can fit, as required by amended independent claims 1,16, 
and 20. 

Subsequent dependent claims 3-9, 11-15, and 21 are allowable on the basis that 
the limitations disclosed by said claims are within the scope of the present invention, 
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Art Unit: 2617 

thus overcoming the rejection supported by cited secondary references.
